Some Scriptures give special 
promises for those who ask im 
faith. Others mention that we can 
get anything we want if we ask 
anything according to His will. 
Again we are told that whatsoever 
we ask in Christ’s name we can 
have. Then if two are agreed they 
can have what they ask for. Per- 
sistence in prayer is encouraged 
too; and those who cry day and 
night to God will be heard speed- 
ily. But all these are enlargements 
of promise, and not limitations. 
These are promises, not strictures. 
All these are to make prayer eas- 
ier, and not to make it harder. All 
these promises are simply elab- 
orations of the general promises 
that we can get things just by 


praying, simply by asking.

Exactly What They 
Say 

Let us go back again to Mat- 
thew 7:7, 8, where Jesus said, 
“Ask, and it shall be given you;

D. L. Moody and the Northfield 


Bible Conterence

D. L. Moody has always} 


been a great hero of mine. I 
have read everything I could 
find on his life and his work 
for Christ. One of Moody’s 
great talents was being able 
to organize and start some- 
thing new. Moody Bible Insti- 
tute, under God, is a monu- 
ment to his organizational 
genius. 

Less known is the fact that the 
whole independent Bible confer- 
ence movement in America today 
also owes much to D. L. Moody. 
In 1880 he began at Northfield, 
Massachusetts, what was _ prob- 
ably the first Bible conference 
as we now know them. Dr. J. Wil- 
bur Chapman, one of the found- 
ers of Winona Lake Bible Con- 
ference, in his biography of Moody 
claimed that “in a sense, at least, 
the Northfield conference which 
came out-of the heart and deep 
study of D. L, Moody, is respon- 
sible for them all.” In fact, shortly 
before his death, Moody sent the 
first speakers to Winona Lake 
Bible Conference, probably the 
world’s largest independent Bible 
conference today. 


How Northfield Conference 
Began 

In the spring of 1880 a week's 
series of Bible Readings by Dr. 
William Biaikie became the fore- 
‘ruriner of the first Northffeld 
Bible Conference which was held 
from September 1-10 of the same 


. year. The Rev. H. B. Hartzler of 


Cleveland assisted Moody:in put- 
ting on this “Convocation for 
Prayer.” The following letter was

Rules for the Contest

King James Version, the source of 
quotation should be _ indicated 
(A.S.V. for American Standard 
Version). 

3. All manuscripts must be type- 
written, double-spaced on regular

(Mao or Chiang?

Why do some people who claim 
to be Christian persist in being 
pagan in their ideas about foreign 
relations? : 

There is scarcely a day that 
passes without some plea by some 
preacher or educator of note in 
Christendom for the recognition 
of Communist China by the USA 
and for her acceptance into full 
membership in the United Nations, 

Dr. Sherwood Eddy said the 
other day that General Chiang 
Kai-shek was “the most hated 
man in China” and that Formosa 
ought to be written off as a‘men- 
ace to peace in the Orient.’ Who 
hates Chiang? Chiang is a Chris¢ 
tian and, to the best of his ability, 
is trying to translate his faith 
into the life of China. The enemies 
of Christianity and the friends of 
Communism hate Chiang. 

Politically, the USA is following 
well-established principles in pro- 
tecting Chiang and his govern- 
ment in exile. The allies did the 
same thing for France, the Nether- 
lands, and Belgium in the last war 
and we are still doing it for Po 
land and other European lands 
under the Red yoke. The notion 
that the real China is Red will not 
hold water. The people of China 
are not under Red rule by choice, 
Recognition of Mao ‘Tse-tung’s 
government would crush the last 
vestige of hope of millions who 
want to be free. 

Christian leaders who back god- 
less Mao against Chiang are per- 
haps unwittingly, but nevertheless 
realistically approving one of the 
most bloodthirsty, cruel and besti- 
al monarchs in history. He has 
killed or caused to be killed multi- 
plied thousands of his ideological 
foes. His first wife was murdered. 
He is living with his fourth. Five 
of his children have perished along 
with 60,000 of his original 80,000 
followers because of his insatiable 
appetite for blood. He killed, tor- 
tured or exiled virtually every, 
Christian missionary he found in 
China. Now he is using his military 
might to push the last friends of 
the West into oblivion and to link 
the Orient with the Moscow Mob 
whose gangster alliances, jungle 
friendships and bloody purges are 
a threat to the peace of the-whole 
world. 

Whatever moral motives or ob- 
jectives may be claimed for the 
China strategy proposed by the 
Eddys, the Oxnams, the Mackays, 
the Niebuhrs, the Popes and their 
like, pale into utter insignificance 
when placed alongside the Red 
facts.

| Have you read the ads

There are men, not a few, and college professors and 
modernist preachers out of number, who imagine that to raise 
such a question as this is to prove one’s absurdity, if not in- 
sanity, But a worthy judgment of all questions is more easily 
passed after the arguments are in than before they are pre- 


sented. 


For the present, therefore, I ask | 


you to withhold judgment and \to 
give audience. 

It might be well also to fur- 
ther remark that I am not alone 
in raising this question, nor am I 
left merely to the fellowship of 
a few unschooled laymen or rabid- 
Jy orthodox ministers. Before I 
finish, I shall be able to abundant- 
ly prove that this question is in 
debate by the best known scien- 
tists, and I expect to compel even 
ardent evolutionists to make the 
most damaging admissions in the 
matter! 

There are conservative men who 
tell us that it is folly to attempt 
to harmonize science and Scrip- 
ture, and that our business is to 
present the Scriptures and ignore 
the whole subject of science. We 
may be pardoned for refusing to 
adopt this idea, for to us such an 
argument ignores the distinction 
between “science falsely so-called” 
and “knowledge gained and veri- 
fied.” If we believed the latter to 
be out of harmony with the Bible, 
our confidence in the Book itself 


“would be shaken. 


A popular discussion of this sub- 
ject is bound to involve at least 
three related themes: The Genesis 
of Man, The Rise of Civilization, 
and The History of Religion. 


The Genesis of Man 


“So God created man in his 
own image, in the image of God 
created he him; male and female 
(Gen, 1:27). 

There are certain fundamental 
truths that must be regarded in 
the discussion of this subject and 
some of them run counter to cur- 
rent theories. Three of these we 
will now set in order concerning 
the genesis of man. 

1. He is of Divine and 
of animal origin. 

2. He is a direct creation and 
not a natural evolution. 

3. His spiritual nature is proof 
of his supernatural origin.

He Is of Divine and Not of 
Animal Origin 
The assumption of many so- 
called science teachers that “man 
is of animal origin” is justified 
by no facts. In the millenniums of 
human history, the world has 


of unproven suppositions, wild 
speculations, imaginary  conclu- 
sions and unwarranted statements 
as can be found in much of the 
current literature of this moment 
upon the subject of ‘man’s origin.” 
In all probability, nine out of ten 
of the text books used in the 
State Universities at this hour, 
in the State Normal Schools and 
in the High Schools, if they touch 
this subject at all, proceed upon 
the unproven and unprovable hy- 
pothesis of man’s animal origin. 

A more unscientific production 
than Chapin’s “Social Evolution” 
never found place in print, and 
the creatures of the imagination 
with which that volume is illus- 
trated would do credit to the exag- 
gerations of a Baron Munchausen, 
and prove how far godless unbelie- 
vers such as Birkner, Forrer, 
Schnug, McGregor and others will 
go in a mad endeavor to disprove 
the plain statements of Scripture 
and history’s clear testimony as 
to the origin of man. 

We need not be surprised to find 
it so when we recall the fact that 
the authors of this idea were 
skeptics, every one, and “like 
produces like.” Darwin and Huxley 
were agnostics; Haeckel was an 
atheist if ever one existed. Haeckel 
tells us that his object was to 
rid the world of “the three great 
buttresses of Christianity’’—‘the 
idea of God,” “freedom”’ and “im- 
mortality.” It is impossible to do 
that save by the very procedure 
which he suggests, namely, bring- 
ing “the biologists of every coun- 
try to agree that man is an evolv- 
ed animal; that his lineage can be 
traced back into the geological 
past and to an animal pedigree.” 

There are men who hold to the 
Evolutionary Theory who are still 
“theists,” so they say; but with- 
out exception they are not. wor- 
shippers of the God of the Bible, 
nor do they in any sense accept 
the essential Deity of Jesus Christ; 
and evolutionary theologians need 


— 


not be exempted from this re- 
mark. 

Men, therefore, who believe in 
Science vs. “science falsely so- 


called,” and who hold to the au- 
thority and integrity of the sacred 
Word of God, know full well that

neither science nor Scripture as to 
the origin of man. The Book of 
God clearly affirms his Divine ori- 
gin and the book of Nature knows 
no argument to the contrary!

2. 1 was pleased that Billy Gra- 
ham took a clear stand that the 
Bible is the authoritative Word 
of God. That was the strongest 
stand he could take, and it was 
the one doctrine on which we 
would be most opposed in Union 
Seminary.

3. I personally feel that Billy 
Graham should have taken a clear- 
cut stand against modernism in 
the message, and feel that I would 
have done so.

4. I think it is of special signi- 
ficance that this address at Union 
seminary occurred more than a 
year ago, before Billy Graham 
went to London. In my judgment 
Billy Graham has greatly matured 
in the last year. He is in a much 
more secure position, and I think 
would have given a clearer mes- 
Sage this year than last year at 
Union Seminary. I do not believe 
now he would especially cater to 
Dr. Jesse Bader, Dr. Bonnell, and 
Charles Templeton, though he 
would be a courteous Christian 
and a good friend to any man who 
wants his friendship, no doubt. 

2. 1 believe that Billy Graham 
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meant well in saying he was going . 


to preach so much on loving and 
not on condemning sin in England, 
but I think after he went to Eng- 
land the Lord led him otherwise. 
Billy Graham is a young man and 
with little precedent. and experi- 
ence to guide him in such a tre- 


mendous ministry. I believe he is | 


trying to follow the Lord and is 
being tremendously blessed. 

6. I believe that the Christian 
Beacon is unfortunately more con- 
cerned with its fight on the Na- 
tional Council of Churches and 
its insistence on secondary sepa- 
ration than it is in the Great 
Commission in getting people sav- 
ed. So this paper does not think 
it amiss to harm Billy Graham’s 
ministry. I do think it wrong. I 
pray for Billy Graham every day. 
I thank God for him with holy 
fervor every time he comes to 
mind. I have unspeakable joy in 
the great revival campaigns God 
is giving through him, I: do not 
believe that Billy Graham is in- 
fallible, I do not believe he is a 
Superman, I -do not necessarily 
agree with everything he does or 
says. But I believe he is God’s 
anointed man, being used tremen- 
dously in great revivals, and that 
every Christian in the world ought 
to rejoice in these revivals.

“Another remarkable feature of 
the convocation was the widespread 
interest and sympathy with the 
object of the gathering, which was 
manifested in hundreds of letters 
and telegrams that came pouring 
in from all parts of this and other 
lands. Mr. Moody began to receive 
these communications weeks be- 
fore the meetings opened, and they 
kept coming by scores even to the 
closing day. Christian associations, 
colleges, young ladies’ seminaries, 
churches, camp meetings, women’s 
prayer-meetings, individual min- 
isters and laymen, and almost 
every class and condition of Chris- 
tian people were in communication 
with those present. KH is especially 
noticeable that a large proportion 
of the letters were from ministers 
of the various denominations. 

“At the close of the ninth day 
there were more than three thou- 
sand requests for prayers piled up 
on Mr. Moody’s desk. He had held 
them until that time, feeling that 
those present needed first to draw 
near to God in prevailing prayer 
for themselves before they began 


that meetings for the same object 
were being held in a number of 
places. He had no programme for 
the meeting. At first he took no 
leading part in the speaking, call- 
ing others to the front, but finally 
he yielded to the general desire to 
hear him, and preached two or 
three sermons on the Holy Spirit. 
The main object of the conference, 
as set forth in the call, was so 
manifestly approved of God that 
it was steadily kept in view from 
beginning to end. The object was 
‘solemn self-consecration, pleading 
God’s promises, and waiting on 
Him for a fresh anointing of power 
from on high.’ 

“Don’t think of your homes, 
your families, your work, or your 
churches now,’ said Mr. Moody at 
one of the meetings... ‘Don’t pray 
for anything or anybody but your- 
self. Attend now to your own heart 
only. 

“Meetings were held in the Sem- 
inary chapel and also daily in a

Jarge tent on a green knoll near 
Mr. Moody’s house, later Known 
as ‘Round Top,’ and now the bur- 
ial-place of the evangelist.

Later Northfield Conferences 


The whole month of October, 
1881, was devoted to the second 
conference, Andrew Bonar came 
from England to be on the pro- 
gram, together with George F. 
Pentecost, A. J. Gordon and sev- 
eral other well-known men. The 
next three years no conference was 
held as Moody was in Great Brit- 
ain. In succeeding years F. B. 
Meyer and other truly.” great 
preachers were brought to North- 
field, Massachusetts, for the in- 
creasingly popular Bible confer- 
ences. 

In 1899, six months before his 
death, Moody sent the following in- 
vitation to Christian workers to 
attend a conference held that 
vear the first three weeks of Aug- 
ust. Over 1,200 attended the tre- 
mendously moving conference. 

“Dear Friends and Fellow-work- 
ers: 

“The seventeenth General Con- 
ference of Christian Workers will 
be held at Northfield, August 1st 
to 20th, and all of God’s people 
who are interested in the study 
of His Word, in the development 
of their own Christian lives, in a 
revival of the spiritual life of the 
Church, in the conversion of sin- 
ners, and in the evangelization of 
the world, are cordially invited to 
be present. 

“IT am glad to send out this in- 
vitation to my fellow-workers be- 
cause I believe that such a gath- 
ering was never more needed than 
this year.

A Fountainhead for Teaching 
on Second Coming, Fullness

The Northfield Conferences 
spearheaded much of the import- 
ant teaching on the premillennial 
second coming of Christ, prevailing 
prayer, the fullness of the Holy 
Spirit for services and separated, 
holy living for Christians.

H. B. Hartzler tells on page 367 
of The Life of D. L. Moody by W. 
R. Moody the following story: 


“One day a man arose who said 
that he had been five years on 
the Mount of Transfiguration. Mr. 
Moody cast a quick glance upon 
the speaker and flashed into his 
face a sharp question: 


‘““How many souls did you lead 
to Christ last year?’

“Have you saved any?’ persist- 
ed Mr. Moody. 

““T don’t know that I have,’ 
answered the man with a depress- 
ed air, 

““Well,’ said Mr. Moody, ‘we 
don't-want that kind of a moun- 
tain-top experience. When a man 
gets up so high that: he cannot 
reach down and save poor sinners, 
there is something wrong.’ ” 

We owe a great deal to the 
Bible Conference movement in 
America for its continued teach- 
ing on the premillennial second 
coming of Christ, its emphasis on 
solid Bible teaching, and its in- 
fluence for interdenominational co- 
operation in the Lord’s work; In 
years past the Bible conferences 
have been the sounding board for 
fundamental, Bible-believing 
Christianity in America. 

It is tragic that some time after 
Moody’s death the Northfield 
schools and conferences fell into 
the hands of modernists and are 
‘no longer a real power for God 
in soul winning. Almost. equally 
distressing is the trend in many 
Bible conference programs today 
to make them interesting and at- 
tractive with little relation to 
making soul winners of those who 
come.

Friends and loved 
ones carry hearts of lead when 
they hear of it.

till thou return unto the ground; 
for out of it wast thou taken; for 
dust thou art, and unto dust 
shalt thou return” (Gen. 3:17-19). 

Judgment—how sure it comes! 
What a change has now come over 
Adam And Eve's situation! 

Instead of walking and talking 
with God as a friend; instead of 
being trusted with the care of 
the fairest garden on earth; in- 
stead of peace, and rest, and joy 
in the favor of God, now they 
are being driven out by the Angel 
of Judgment. Now Adam is in 
shame. God trusted him; and he 
failed God! 


No longer is Adam master of 
all creation. No longer are the 
animals subject unto him. The 
song birds are silent. The flowers 
droop their heads. All creation 
is hushed as Adam walks out for- 
ever from the presence of God. 
Behind him is the wonderful life 
God had planned for him. Before 


him is a dread existence of labor, 


suffering, sorrow, and a waiting 
grave. “For the wages of sin is 
death;” says Romans 6:23, “but 
the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord,’ 


VIII. That’s the Good News— 
Jesus Is the Great Deliverer 
From the Curse of All Sin 


“For God commandeth His love 
toward us, in that while we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us” 
(Rom. 5:8). What a Saviour Jesus 
is! In all the universe there is 
none like Him. He is the lily of 
the valley. He is the chiefest 
among ten thousand, and altogeth- 
er lovely. He is true beauty! He 
is the beauty of holiness! 

But Christ’s mightiest role is 
““Destroyer’’—destroyer of Satan, 
sin, and death! Jesus is able to 
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And the only possible limitation 
to that promise, since it means 
exactly what it says, is in the 
amount of asking. Literally I 
understand the Greek to mean “be 
asking,” or “keep on asking, and 
it shall be given unto you,” and 
“keep on seeking,” and “keep on 
knocking.” Evidently what Jesus 
meant for us to do was to take 
this promise at literal face value. 
If there were not another verse in 
the Bible, this one is all true. 
All that it implies is true. It is not 
right to try to find one verse in 
the Bible to hamstring another, 
to take away its meaning. All the 
verses in the Bible are meant to 
fit exactly. Every other verse in 
the Bible rightly interpreted would 
mean the same as this means; 
that those who ask receive from 
God; and that if you want things 
from God you are just to pray, 
simply to ask for them! 

The same thing is the implica- 
tion.of James 4:2: “Ye have not, 
because ye ask not.’ It is not 
right to read into: this verse what 
it does not say. It is not right to 
search through the Bible and try 
to find other Scriptures that will 
limit this verse ana make it mean 
less than it says, 
times I have read Matthew 7:7, 8 
and James 4:2 to congregations 
and have asked them if they be- 
lieved it, that everyone who asked 
received, and that just by asking 
we could get things from God. In 


save anybody from all the harvest 
of sin. He is able fo cleanse away 
all the corruption of sin and fill 
your heart with the true beauty of 
purity, godliness, love, virtue, and 
life eternal in God’s Heaven. He 
is able to even take away all the 
record of sin against you. 


‘Wherefore he is able to save 
them to the uttermost that come 
unto God by him, ...” (Heb. 7: 
a) 

George Mensick of Chicago was 
a renowned gangster. He was in 
my home to dinner and told me 
this story of his life and conver- 
sion. His wife and little girl were 
saved; and, of course, they started 
praying for Mensick. .He« adored 
his little girl, and as she pled with 
him to come to Jesus, his heart 
softened. He went to church. He 
thought his wte had told the 
preacher all about him. The ser- 
mon had touched him, but he 
refused to make a stand for Christ. 
At the door the preacher caught 
him, took him aside, spoke to him, 
and led him to Christ. Soon he 
realized he could not serve in the 
gambling joint any longer. One 
day he told the gang he was 
through, and would not be back. 
He walked out for good. He was 
going straight. He looked for an 
honorable job, but he couldn’t get 
one. No one would believe him. His 
money was all used. He sold his 
car. He had to give up their fine 
apartment. No one helped him. 
He couldn’t get any satisfactory 
references. He went through a ter- 
rific struggle, wondering if it were 
worth it all. The police caught 
him, and hauled him in. They 
were going to make him pay up 
for his past record. No one believed 
he had changed. The head of the 
Chicago Christian Business Men’s 
Committee heard about Mensick 
and he appeared on the scene and 
stood up for Mensick. When they 
searched him, all the police found 
was a New Testament. The cops 


were astounded. They followed{ 


Mensick for one solid year. God 
had changed his life; he was a new 
creature in Christ Jesus. After one 
year, Mensick’s name was removed 
from the city police record. Then 
the governor of Illinois took his 
name off the state criminal records 
at Joliet Prison, finger prints and 
all! Mensick was not only free 
from accusation for crimes, he was 
free from the record of his past. 


Saith the Lord, “Return unto 
me and I will return unto you, 
and put all your sins behind my 
back and remember them no 
more,” 


Would you like to have God do 
that for you? Would you like to 
have God cleanse away all your 
past and then throw the record 
away? He will do it if you will 
accept Christ, 

Right where you are, “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and thou 
shalt be saved,”

every single case that I ever 
gave people a chance to reply, 
some said, “Yes, that is true if 
we ask according to God’s will,” 
or, “If you do not ask amiss,’’ or, 
“Tf you ask in faith.” And many 
times when I pressed the matter, 
some have frankly said, ‘No, I do 
not believe it.”” Now that is prac- 
tical infidelity, Any verse of the 
Bible may be believed. Any one 
is so perfectly stated that it means 
exactly what it says. And cer- 
tainly these two passages express- 
ly say that by asking (perhaps 
continual asking, if necessary) one 
can get things from God without 
limiting this promise by other con- 
ditions. 


How well the Scripture says 
that unbelief is our besetting sin 
(Heb. 12:1). We preachers and 
Bible teachers have grown into 


the habit of searching through | 


the Bible trying to find other 
Scriptures to modify the great 
promises. Some do that way about 
salvation. They say glibly that 
they believe in salvation by faith 
in Christ. But they add that you 
also have to be baptized, have to 
keep all the commandments, have 
to be faithful till death, even 
though you are saved by faith in 
the blood. But if it is of works 
it is not of grace. If baptism is 
essential to salvation, then salva- 
tion ‘is not wholly by the blood, 
and is not received simply by faith. 
Thus do men wickedly search 
through the Bible to make it con- 
tradict itself and use one verse of 
Scripture to tear down another. 
It is true that the Bible has many 
simple and varying statements 
about the plan of salvation. In 
John 1:12 it is recening Christ. 
In John 6:37 it is coming to Christ. 
In Matthew 10:32 and in Romans 
10:9, 10 it is confessing Christ. 
In John 3:16 and many other pas- 
sages the plan of salvation is 
stated as believing in Christ. But 
the context in every case shows 
that all thesé are simply different 
ways of making it plain that 
anybody in the world who comes 
trustingly to Christ will immedi- 
ately be received, forgiven and 
saved. These different promises 
do not give different ways of sal- 
vation, They do not even give dif- 
ferent steps in the same way to 
salvation. Salvation is not obtained 
by long detailed processes and 
mecting difficult requirements. 
Salvation is one simple step to 
Christ. And if some poor sinner 
does not understand one way of 
explaining it, then God _ gives 
another explanation to enlighten 
his poor darkened mind. But any 
sinner can safely depend upon any 
single promise in the Word that 
offers salvation. When he honestly 
receives Christ, or honestly comes 
to Christ, or sincerely confesses 
Christ, or when he repents or when 
he trusts, it is all the same thing; 
God receives him with open arms 
and for Christ’s sake forgives his 
sins. The extra promises are to 
make it easier to be saved, and 
not to make it harder. 


II. Not Extra “Conditions,” 
But Additional Promises 


And so on the matter of prayer, 
God has given many, many prom- 
ises so that by many terms He 
may make it clear how eager and 
willing He is to answer our pray- 
ers. Some preachers in teaching 
about prayer search through the 
Bible for every “condition” they 
can find. Then they proceéd-some- 
thing like this: “Now, God is a 
hardhearted God. He really does 
not want to answer your prayers, 
and He will not answer them un- 
less you meet every single require- 
ment. Now here I have found bar- 
riers on the road to God. If you 
get your prayers answered you 
must climb over every single bar- 
rier mentioned in these condi- 
tions.” Bible teachers sometimes 
leave the impression that one must 
unlock a halfadozen or more gates 
before he can get a single prayer 
answered; and if one has every 
key but one he cannot get any- 
thing from God. But this is shame- 
ful and wicked. The so-called 
“conditions” are really promises, 
and any Christian who meets a 
single one of God’s promises can 
get everything that promise .of 
God has offered. 

I think this illustration will help

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you to understand how eager God 
is to hear our prayers, and how 
He has provided many, many var- 
jous promises, trying to encourage 
us to pray. A visitor at a farm- 
house, it is said, saw one large 
hole and three smaller holes at the 
bottom of an outside door. So he 
curiously asked the farmer what 
the holes were for. 

“They are for the cat and the 
kittens,” replied the farmer. 

“But,” said the visitor, “why 
wouldn't one large hole do? Why 
can’t the kitten go through the 
same hole as the mother cat?” 

“No, that wouldn't do,” said the 
farmer, “when I say, ‘Scat,’ I 
mean scat, and every kitten needs 
his own hole!” 

And so every Christian needs his 
own promise. The blessed promise 
of God in one verse is just what 
one Christian needs to stir his 
faith. But the same _ promise 
arouses no spark of hope and faith 
in the breast of another. So God 
gives: the other Christian another 
promise. 


During one season of prolonged 
prayer for a definite object, I 
memorized and delighted in and 
said over and over in the night 
John 14:13, 14, and was assured 
that since I was asking it in Je- 
sus’ name my prayer would be 
granted. At another time I could 
not seem to get victory alone and 
so I found the full assurance I 
needed when I got a friend to 
claim with me the promise in Mat- 
thew 18:19, “If two of you shall 
agree on earth as touching any 
thing that they shall ask, it shall 
be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven.’ And then 
there was a long period of time 
when I delighted daily in that 
wonderful passage in Mark 11:22- 
24 that if one would: believe he 
could have whatsoever he said. No 
one promise can properly reveal 
the infinite, loving care of our 
heavenly Father and His willing- 
ness to hear His children! It takes 
all the promises in the Bible, taken 
at face value, to make us realize 
how eager God is to hear us pray, 
and how willingly He will give us 
what we desire! The truth is that 
asking, just praying, is the way to 
get things from God. All these 
extra promises are intended to en- 
courage us to ask. 


Ill. Asking Really Fulfills All 
Other Specific Conditions 
of Prayer 


If you. study prayerfully all 
these specific “conditions of pray- 
er’ you will find that asking really 
fulfills them all; that they are 
not barriers between a Christian 
and God but rather open doors 
so the Christian can come through 
any one of them or all of them. 
So anxious is God for-us to ap- 
proach Him in prayer and ask 
for all we need! 


1. Asking in Faith 

Faith is more often mentioned 
as a condition of prayer than any- 
thing else. Remember these mar- 
velous promises of Jesus. 

“According to your faith be it 
unto you” (Matt. 9:29). 

“Verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith as a grain of mustard 
seed, ye shall say unto this moun- 
tain, Remove hence to yonder 
place; and it shall remove; and 
nothing shall be impossible unto 
you” (Matt. 17:20). 


“And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, believing, ye 
shall receive” (Matt. 21:22). 

“If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth” 
(Mark 9:23). 


See also Mark 11:22-24; Mat- 
thew 21:21; Luke 17:6. Every 
Christian should dwell on these 
promises, and as far as he is able, 
should claim them. Nothing can 
be clearer than that faith can get 
all that God has to give. 


But it is well to remember that 
faith is a relative matter. Sup- 
pose that on the left-hand side 
of a piece of paper you write “ut- 
ter unbelief.” Then at the far 
right-hand side of the paper “ab- 
solute certainty.’”’ Now draw a line 
from one to the other between 
those two, and any point on that 
line will be faith. People speak 
of “perfect faith,” but really there 
is no perfect faith. As “soon as 


up of two parts: belief and un- 
belief. One may have both at the 
same time. Remember the father 
who came to Jesus and. said, 
“Lord, I believe; help thou mine 
unbelief” (Mark 9:24). And that 
father, who had some unbelief and 
some belief, got his prayer answer- 
ed and his boy healed! When you 
take all the unbelief out of faith, 
then it is certainty or knowledge, 
and not faith at all. For example, 
when we get to Heaven in glori- 
fied bodies and are already entered 
into the eternal blessings there, 
we will not have faith about sal- 
vation. It will be knowledge. I 
have faith in a check, until I cash 
it. Then after that I do not have 
faith in the check. I already have 
the cash money, and faith has 
become a certainty. Before the 
check is cashed I believe that the 
man who signed it has the money 
in the bank. But after the check 
has been cashed, then I know that 
he had the money in the bank. 


As a few of us students talked 
together about the things of God 
when we were in seminary, a stu- 
dent minister said, “If you have 
any doubt in your heart when you 
pray, you had just as well quit 
praying. God will never answer a 
prayer when there is any doubt 


in your heart.’ That grieved me 
and greatly troubled me then, for | 
I could hardly say of my faith, | 
even when strongest, that I had no 
doubt. But I soon learned that 
the young man was mistaken, very 
greatly mistaken; for God answers 
our prayers not in relation to our 
doubts, but in relation to our be- 
heving. One can have doubts and 
faith at the same time. And Jesus 
said that if one had faith as 
big as a mustard seed he could 
move mountains. The father who 
said with tears, “Lord, I believe; 
help thou) mine unbelief,’ had 
doubts, but he had _ belief, too. 
And he had faith enough to have 
his boy fealed. 

A. most-..comferting” 
from the Bible is that in the 
twelfth chapter of Acts. There we 
find’a group of earnest Christians 
spending the night in prayer at 
the home of Mary, the mother 
of Mark. They are spending the 
entire night in prayer; for Peter, 
the chief apostle, is in prison.and 
is to be slain tomorrow. Wicked 
Herod has already killed James, 
the brother of John, and now to 
please the wicked Jews he is will- 
ing to kill Peter. Oh, how fervently 
these dear Christians prayed! 

I can imagine their prayers were 
-something like this: “Oh, Lord, 
we can’t spare Peter! He’s the 
chiefest of the apostles, the boldest 
preacher of all. Stephen has been 
stoned, James has been killed with 
the sword. Oh, Lord, deliver Peter. 
This night, Lord, bring him out of 
that jail and deliver him!” Yet 
their hearts were very heavy in 
the midst of théir prayers. For it 
seemed impossible for Peter to 
get out of jail. Sixteen soldiers 
were on constant guard over this 
one man within the locked jail. 
Peter was even sleeping between 
two soldiers and was bound with 
two chains. Bit God heard their 
prayers, 

He sent His angel who woke up 
Peter, breke,off the chains, opened 
the doors and brought Peter out 
into the city. Peter then bethought 
himself of dear sister Mary’s home 
and came to-report his wonderful 
deliverance. He knocked at the 
front gate again and again. The 
elder Christians were too busy 
praying to go see who it was. So 
they sent a little girl named 
Rhoda. When she heard Peter's 
voice and knew who it was she 
forgot to unlock the gate and ran 
gladly to tell the praying group, 
“Peter is here. It is Peter himself 
knocking at the gate! Peter is out 
of jail!’ They stopped praying long 
enough to say, “Thou art mad.” 
They thought she was crazy when 
she announced that their prayers 
were answered! When she insisted 
that it was surely Peter, they said, 
“Tt is his angel.” They thought 
Peter had already been killed and 
his spirit was at the door! But 
Peter kept on knocking, knocking 
at the front gate; and when finally 
they let him in “they were aston- 
ished!” says the Scripture. 


example ?t 


did not believe it. But they had 
faith enough to pray, and that 
is not all; they had faith enough to 
get the answer! They had many 
doubts. Who can blame them? But 
they also had a_ broken-hearted, 
pleading, clinging faith that would 
not let God go until the answer 
came, 

I say that faith can get anything 
that God has. But if you have 
faith even too little to measure, 
even less than a grain of mustard 
seed that it takes to move moun- 
tains, then keep on praying. 

The truth is that asking ful- 
fills the requirement of faith, at 
least in part. For everyone who 
really prays has some faith or he 
would not pray. That is made clear 
in Romans 10:13, 14 which says, 


“For whosoever shall call wpon 
the name of the Lord shall be 
saved. How then shall they call on 
him in whom they have not believ- 
ed? and how shall they believe in 
him of whom they have not heard? 
and how shall they hear without a 
preacher?” 


“Whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved.”’ 
But the Bible has elsewhere many 
times said that those who believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ shall be 
saved. Does calling here fulfill the 
requirement of believing? Yes, for 
the next verse says, “How then 
shall they call on him in whom 
they have not believed?” No one 
calls on God unless he believes 
there is a God. No one asks any- 
thing of God unless he believes 
that there is a God Who answers 
prayer. No one asks anything of 
this God Who answers prayer un- 
less he has some reasons to hope 
that even his own prayer will be 
answered, Calling is believing. 

Then how wonderfully clear it 
is that all who really earnestly 
and sincerely ask have some faith 
in their hearts, or they would not 
ask. And we have a right, then, to 
take at face value the words of 
Jesus, “Ask, and it shall be given 
you; seek, and ye shall find; knock, 
and it shall be opened unto you: 
for every one--that a&sketh-receiv- 
eth; and he that seeketh findeth; 
and to him that knocketh it shall 
be opened.” And again we have 
a right to believe that “ye have 
not, because ye ask not.” It is well 
to grow__in faith. If God gives 
you, out of His great mercy, a 
large, vigorous faith, then use it 
and be glad. But let us remember 
that asking, too, is proof of faith. 
If you want anything from God, 
JUST PRAY! For asking fulfills 
all God’s requirements. 


And suppose a Christian’s faith 
is weak; where can he grow better 
than on his knees and waiting be- 
fore God in asking? The place to 
grow faith is the place of prayer. 
If you ask in weak faith and begin 
to get some prayers answered, 
then your faith will grow. As you 
prove God, you will grow more 
and more to see His willingness 
to answer prayer, what things 
hinder prayer, and will feel greater 
freedom to call on God. 

So those who pray already have 
some faith. And those who con- 
tinue to pray will grow in faith. 
Simply asking, earnestly and with 
a surrendered heart, meets all 
God’s requirements about prayer, 
including the requirement of faith. 


2. Asking According to His Will 
This is another requirement or 


“condition” for answered prayer. 
First John 5:14, 15 says, 


“And this is the confidence that 
we have in him, that, if we ask 
any thing according to his will, he 
heareth us: And if we know that 
he hear us, whatsoever we ask, 
we know that we have the peti- 
tions that we desired of him.” 


That is a wonderful promise. 
But, mark you, God is talking here 
about knowing, and not about be- 
lieving. Any Christian who knows 
that he is asking just what God 
wants to do, and asking according 
to His will about it, knows that 
God hears him and that he already 
has the petition he. desired of 
God. And if you reach in some 
particular this wonderful condition 
of absolutely knowing that you 
are asking according to God’s will, 
both as to the what and the how 
of your prayer, that is a wonder- 
ful confidence. Take care that you 
are not discouraged if you do not 
have such absolute confidence, for 
this Scripture does not say that

those who do not know that they 
are asking in accordance’ with 


to His will is the perfection of 
asking. It is true that if we ask 
something clearly contrary to the 
will of God, we should not expect 
to receive it. But if we ask some- 
thing clearly in the will of God, 
we should expect to receive it. 
And if we ask earnestly for that 
which we have no reason to be- 
lieve is against God's will, we 
should expect to receive our re- 
quest, God gives us all He can 
give and do right. 


We are human; we are weak; 
we are imperfect in knowledge. 
We do not even perfectly under- 
stand the Bible. We are only im- 
perfectly submissive to the lead- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. So often 
we do not perfectly know the will 
of God. Can we, then, never get 
our prayers answered in such 
cases? Oh, yes, we may! My chil- 
dren do not always know they will 
get what they ask from me. But 
they have sincere hope, a belief 
that they will get many things, 
without absolute knowledge of it. 
And so they come and ask, and for 
their asking they are rewarded. 
God really has many reasons 
which we do not perfectly under- 
stand for wanting us to have what 
our hearts desire and what we 
crave, Often the thing we dimly 
hope for, and ask for with fear 
and trembling, is the very delight 
of God’s heart to give! We must 
never measure God's willingness..to. 
give by our imperfect understand- 
ing of His willingness. He is “able 
to do exceeding abundantly: above 
all that we ask or think.” Both 
God’s ability and His willingness 
to answer prayer are greater than 
our ability to ask. 

Children, in their asking of par- 
ents, go more by their wants and 
seeming needs than by a perfect 
understanding of the resources and 
plans of their parents. And so we 
frail children of God have a right 
to come in our ignorance, in our 
poverty, in our littleness and un- 
worthiness to ask of God all we 
want and all we need. We have 
been taken into God’s -own family. 
We are the dear children of His 


heart. God has bought us to Him- 
self at such infinite price: in the 
death of His Son that it is shame- 
ful and wicked to think He would 
be reluctant in His giving or un- 
willing to answer prayers. So when 
there is no known reason why our 
request would be against the will 
of God, we should in most cases 
presume that it is in His will. If 
after honest searching of our mo- 
tives and an honest examination of 
the Word of God, and a quiet 
listening to the voice of the Holy 
Spirit to find what kind of things 
please God and will be according 
to His dear will—after that, if 
we have no rebuke from God or 
no leading that the thing we 
desire is against His will, we have 
a right to come boldly with our 
requests. For when a born-again 
child of God comes to his own 
loving heavenly Father, crying out 
for his heart’s desire, then the 
presumption is in favor of his 
getting what he desires. 

We know that anybody in the 
world may freely come to God for 
salvation. We are already plainly 
told that it is God’s will to save 
all that come to Him through faith 
in Jesus Christ. But Romans 8:32 
tells us, “He that spared not his 
own Son, but delivered him up for 
us all, how shall he not with him 
also freely give us all things?”’ Any 
one who has been to Calvary for 
salvation is earnestly urged then 


to be perfectly free to come back} 


for everything else that is needed. 


I am saying that our relation- 
ship as the born-again children of 
our dear heavenly Father means 
that already God has a predisposi- 
tion to answer our prayers, and 
that unless it is wrong or hurtful, 
then it is likely according to His 
will. | 

So the Scripture, I John 5:14, 15, 
is precious, but it is not meant to 
be a limitation on our prayer. If 
you perfectly know the will of 
God, then ask with all the more 
boldness. If you do not perfectly 


know the will of God, then you 
know that He loves you, that He 
has given His Son for you, and 
with Him is just as willing to frec- 
ly give us all things. 


And let us remember this: the 


way to find the will of God is ito 


pray. While we wait before God, 
asking, He will help us to modi- 
fy our prayers if they are not ac- 
cording to His will. His blessef 
Spirit, Who is a prayer-helper to 


every surrendered Christian, will 


show us the things that are ac- 
cording to the will of God. 

“Likewise the Spirit also help- 
eth our infirmities: for we know 
not what we should pray for «as 
we ought: but the Spirit itseif 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be utter- 
ed” (Rom. 8:26). 

And this blessed Holy Spirit 
“maketh intercession for the sainis 
according to the will of God,” says 
Romans 8:27. It is while’ we pray 
that we best learn what is the 
will of God. Praying is the way 
to get our prayers corrected so 
they can be heard, so they will 
please God. Then if you want 
anything from God, JUST PRAY! 
Simply asking, if it be sincere, 
honest asking, will lead to asking 
in the will of God and to meeting 
all the conditions for answered 
prayer, 

3. Asking in Jesus’ Name 

John 14:13, 14 says, 

“And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that tha 
Father may be glorified in 
Son. If ye shall ask any thing in 
my name, I will do it.” 

And John 16:24 says, 

“Hitherto have ye asked nothing 
in my name: ask, and ve shail 
receive, that your joy may be full? 

Of course these Scriptures do 
not mean that we are simply to 
add onto our prayer the label, 
‘We ask in Jesus’ name.” It is no- 
where said that we are to put 
such a phrase in our prayers, 
Saying it does not make it ‘so. 
Bible Christians often told other 
people they did things in the: name 
of the Lord, but. I do not recall 
a single Bible prayer in whick 
people told God they were. asking 
in the name of the Lord. God. 
would know without our saying, 
But to ask in Jesus’ name simply 
means that we know it would 
please and honor the Lord Jesus 
and we are making the request 
for His sake. And the instructicn 
is for-us, and not for God. We 
need to check ourselves to see that 
we ask things for Jesus’ sake. We 
do not need to tell God that it is 
for Jesus’ sake. He knows. 

Now here is a blessed promise. 
Anything we ask, because Jesus 
wants it, we have a right to ex- 
peet. God will surely give it. This

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is the same as asking according 
to His will mentioned above. 
John 15:7, “If ye abide in me, and 
my words abide in you, ye shall 
ask what ye will, and it shall be 
done unto you,” means the same 
thing. If we are in conscious full 
surrender to the will of God, and 
if we have His words abiding 
in us so well that we know the 
perfect will of God, then manifest- 
ly it will be easy to get the things 
we want. We will ask things that 
Jesus wants and get them. 

But do you think that no Chris- 
tian ought ever to pray for his 
own local and particular needs be- 
cause he himself is God’s child 
and has.a claim on his heavenly 
Father? Do you think that my 
four-year-old baby girl, when she 
is hungry, would need to come to 
me and put up an argument like 
this: “Daddy, you will get more 
honor among men if you don't 
let me starve. You will probably 
preach better. You will have more 
friends. So, Daddy, for your own 
sake, won’t you give me a glass 
of milk?” Do you think all of 
that is necessary when my baby 
is hungry? No, no! She is my own 
baby. I love her. The very fact 
that she is hungry and needy puts 
an obligation on me. I want her to 
love me, to wish to please me. 
I want her to be interested in all

my work, my-happiness, my wel- 
fare. But when all that is taken 
for granted, my own daughter still 
has a perfect right to come to her 
daddy to ask for what she wants. 

I say it is well for us to ask 
in Jesus’ name when the matters 
are those which primarily concern 
His kingdom. And in some sense, 
of course, every matter concerning 
our own welfare touches in some 
point the honor that is due the 
name of Jesus. 


But if we are frank and honest, 
we will see that when we ask for 
help in winning a soul, and when 
we ask for food when we are 
hungry, we are praying in two 
different realms. Certainly, when 
I am _ asking for the _ salva- 
tion of a soul, I know the 
Lord Jesus is more concerned than 
I am, and of course I ought to be 
far more concerned that Jesus be 
honored in the matter than that 
some personal wish of mine should 
be fulfilled. I should ask for the 
salvation of that soul in Jesus’ 
name primarily, though my own 
heart needs the comfort and en- 
couragement of seeing a soul sav- 
ed. And perhaps it may be my own 
blood brother, and the earthly ties 
strong, and my heart cries out in 
love for my brother, longing to see 
him have the happiness and peace 
and security which I have; yet in 


that matter, Christ’s will ought 
to be first in my mind, 


However, when I pray for daily 
bread, there is a slightly different 
emphasis. In the model prayer we 
are simply taught to pray, “Our 
Father, which art in heaven,... 
give us this day our daily bread.” 
Asking in Jesus’ name is proper, 
and is certain to get results when 
we can do it. But every born- 
again child of God has a short cut 
when it comes to asking for daily 
provision and needs. He, too, is 
God's child. If God wants to please 
His Son, Jesus, then God also 
wants to please all His other chil- 
dren, This is not blasphemy. Many, 
many times in the Bible we are 
taught that we stand before the 
Father much like Jesus Christ 
does. We are heirs of God and 
joint heirs with Christ. Christ is 
our elder Brother. ‘‘As he is, so 
are we in this world” (I John 4: 
17). Asking in Jesus’ name is al- 
ways proper. And if we can do it 
honestly, there is the certainty 
of answer. But if you do not know 
that you can meet that condition, 
you still have the open door that 
every child has with his loving 
Father. 


These various promises are not 
a series of barricades, all of which 
we must climb over to get any- 
thing from God. No, rather, they 
are different avenues of approach. 
If you cannot come through one, 
then God makes another for you. 
And if you do not know that you

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can ask in the name of Jesus, yet 
you have a right to come and Say, 
“My Father.” Do you think a 
hungry baby has to argue with its 
mother long and profoundly to get 
food? No, but rather she knows 
the hunger-cry and is eager to 
hold the little one to her breast. 
The mother has as much need to 
give as the child has to receive. 
And so God has as much predis- 
position to answer our prayers 
as we have to call upon Him. 


I think if you study prayerfully 
and reverently you will understand 
what I mean when I say that it is 
best, of course, to come in Jesus’ 
name, but that even in our own 
names, as the born-again children 
of God, we have precious rights 
and inheritances, we make bold 
claims since we are already accept- 
ed in the Beloved. It is not that 
we deserve anything, but God loves 
and gives to us according to our 
needs and not according to our 
déserts; according to His mercy 
and grace, and not according to 
our worthiness. It is well to ask in 
Jesus’ name. But simply asking, 
too, gets things from God. The 
very fact that we can say, “Our 
Father,” involves Jesus’ name, for 
it is through Jesus Christ that 
we were born into the family of 
the Father and have a right to 
ask of Him what we need. 


4. Where Two Are Agreed in 
Asking 
it shall be done for them. Mat- 
thew 18:19 says, 

“Again I say unto you, That if 
two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they 
shall ask, it shall be done for them 
of my Father which is in heaven.” 

But again let us see that this 
is not an extra condition of prayer 
which all must meet. Rather, it 
is simply an extra encouragement 
to pray, an extra promise. When 
two people can agree,not_ simply 
to ask a thing, but when they are 
agreed as touching the thing they 
shall ask, the Scripture says that 
they shall receive. That simply 
means that with two people each 
would be encouraged to believe 
other believed. It 


fully listening to the Holy Spirit’s 
instructions, they would feel surer 
of His leading when He helped 
them to pray for certain things. 
If one person understands’ the 
Scripture to promise a certain 
thing and if the second person 
comes to exactly the same opinion 
and says, ‘‘Yes, I, too, believe that 
God’s Word authorizes us to make 
this request, to pray this prayer,” 
then naturally they can be more 
bold in prayer. Two people might 
each check the other to see that 
the prayer is not selfish. We are 
even commanded, ‘Confess your 
faults one to another, and pray 
one for another, that ye may be 
healed.” So when hearts are knit 
together and guided by the Word 
and by the Holy Spirit, they can 
receive from God the things they 
are perfectly agreed upon in their 
prayer. 

But it is still true that if one 
trusts the Lord he may move 
mountains if there is not another 
person in the world to agree with 
him in prayer. If one meets God’s 
promises, those promises are plain 
and sure. If one is led by the 
Spirit of God, he may be just as 
sure that he prays in the will of 
God as if there were a thousand 
praying. We do not need a group 
of prominent citizens to. bring 
political influence upon God when 
we pray! We do not need the 
“pull” of somebody else, seeming- 
ly more favored of God than we 
are, When we come to pray. God 
is no respecter of persons. The 
weakest of His children stands 
before Him, in some measure, in 
all the beauty and worth of Jesus 
Christ Who has taken his place. 
So if you can get someone else per- 
fectly agreed with-.you on the 
petition, to help you ask God for 
it, you may do so with assurance. 
But make sure that God does not 
require this before you can get 
your prayers answered. This is 
not a condition, but simply an 
extra opportunity for prayer. 


Do you remember that the 
greatest answers to prayer in the 
Bible followed the petition of only 
one person? Moses alone prayed 
before God until He agreed to 
spare rebellious Israel, and God 
repented when He had planned to 
blot them out of His book (Exod. 
32:9-14). At the faith and com- 
mand of Joshua alone, the sun 


stood still in the heavens for about 
the space of a full day (Josh. 10: 
13). King Hezekiah alone prayed, 
even against the discouragement 
of the prophet Isaiah and the reve- 
lation from God that he was to die. 
God heard him and added fifteen 
years to his life (Isa. 38:5)! Elijah 
alone in Israel prayed and it rain- 


ed not for three years and six’ 


months. Again he prayed and it 
rained. Again he alone prayed and 
the fire came down from Heaven 
to burn up the sacrifice and turn 
the hearts of all Israel back to 
God! Peter put everybody else out 
of the room and kneeled down by 
the body of Dorcas and prayed, 
and she was raised from the dead 
(Acts 9:40). And again and again 
in history, one pérson has prayed 
and God has done marvels, If oth- 
ers agree with you in prayer, that 
is blessed. If they do not, still all 
the resources of Heaven are at 


your command if you simply pray. 


Just ask God, and in this sincere, 
earnest asking, all God’s conditions 
are met. 


5. Persistence in Prayer 


Persistence in prayer has the 


promise of an answer. Now the 
parable of the unjust and of the 


widow who troubled the ungodly - 


judge so that finally he gave her 
her petition, as he said, “lest by 
her continual coming she weary 
me”; then promised, 


“And shall not God avenge his 
own elect, which cry day and night 
unto him, though he bear long with 
them? I tell, you that he will 
avenge them speedily.” 

Persistence in prayer has the 
promise of an answer. How many 
precious promises are given to 
those who wait upon the Lord. 
They shall not be ashamed, they 
shall inherit the earth, they shall 
renew their strength, and the Lord 
is good to them. And waiting cer- 
tainly means persistence in prayer. 
And all the instances in the Bible 
Where people fasted and..prayed 
are implied promises that if we 
continue steadfastly in. prayer we, 
too, shall see the blessing. 


But is not persistence simply 
asking? Is it not simply praying 
and keeping on praying? There is 
no time lmit on prayer. Some- 
times the heart-cry in the frac- 
tion of a second is heard and an- 
swered. Sometimes people have 
waited on God for years before they 
got the desire of their hearts. But 
these cases all alike are covered 
by the blessed promise, “Ask, and 
is shall be given you; seek, and 
ye shall find; knock, and it shall 
be opened unto you: for every one 
that asketh receiveth; and he that 
secketh findeth; and to him that 
knocketh it shall be opened” 
(Matt. 7:7, 8). In fact, the very 
tense used here implies that one 
who persistently asks and persist- 
ently seeks, and _ persistently 
knocks, «receives, and finds, and 
has God's door opened to him. 

So I say that asking covers all 
the conditions, all the require- 
ments to get things from God. 

Yes, to. teach that we ought to 
be persistent in prayer is to teach 
the truth; but that is not all the 
truth. The full truth includes the 
fact that many, many times God 
hears those who pray about a mat- 
ter only once and then drop it. 
The truth ineludes the fact. that 


people oftentimes ask of God and. 


in despair they give up and faint, 
but a merciful and kindly God 


Who loves His own frail and weak . 


children, does not forget as easily 
as we do; and He often gives the 
answer that was desired and long- 
ed for, even when the 
prayed had ceased to expect it! 
How often I have prayed for some- 
thing, and then because of lack of 
faith, or because I have been over- 
whelmed it seemed with other du- 
ties or interests, I have dropped 
the prayer; then later the answer 
has come and I hardly remember 
at first that I had asked for the 
thing I was so glad to get! Oh, 
God does not answer us according 
to our merits but according. to His 
grace! God is more faithful to 
answer than we are to ask. “For 
he knoweth our frame; he remem- 
bereth that we are dust.’ He 
knows the desire of our heart, the 
earnest need, even though we do 
not have faith to expect it, or 
strength to continue praying. Per- 
sistence in prayer is fine. Oh, that 
We were more steadfast in daily 
taking to God all of our needs 
and claiming all of His bounties! 
Persistence is a part and parcel

of asking. But even weak asking 
often gets great blessings from 
God. And when the Saviour gave 
us a wonderful promise about the 
answer that comes to persistent 
praying, He was not putting that 
as a limitation on prayer nor as 
the absolute minimum require- 
ment. No, no. In that the Saviour 
was only making a broader prom- 
ise for those who seemed not to 
have much faith, or for those who 
could not, they felt, ask wholly 
in Jesus’ name, or who could not 
meet some other precious promise. 
This is simply another open door 
to God for those who feel they 
cannot enter in as well by some 
other promise, 


So if you want things from God, 
just pray; simply ask God! Earn- 
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Pray 


est see meets all God’s require- 
ments. 


6. What About Hindrances to 
Prayer? 

Can just simply praying get 
hindrances out of the way so 
God will hear our prayers? Yes, 
undoubtedly! Honest, earnest ask- 
ing willAead to the cure of every- 
thing that is wrong with our pray- 
ers. We are told that wrong re- 
lationship between husband and 
wife hinders prayer (I Peter 3:1- 
7). Being unreconciled to our 
brother hinders prayer (Matthew 
9:23,24). So does unforgiveness 
(Matthew 6:12, 15; Mark 11:25, 
26; Matthew 18:21-35). Any loved 
Sin, unrepented, unlamented, un- 
forsaken, turns away God's face 
and hinders our prayers (Isaiah 
29:1, 2; Psalm 66:18; I Peter 3: 
12). And James 4:3 says, “Ye ask, 
and receive not, because ye ask 
amiss that ye may consume it upon 
your lusts.” So it is quite clear 
that sometimes evil motives, and 


covered sin make it so God can- 


not answer our prayers. 
cases what shall we do? 
The answer again, first of all, is 
simply to pray! For there is some- 
thing in praying that tends con- 
Stantly to correct all the hin- 
drances to prayer, Anyone who 
consciously, earnestly seeks God, 
has already turned in his heart 
toward the way out of his troubles, 
And if he will follow it honestly 
and earnestly, he will be led out 
into the clear light of sweet fellow- 
ship with God. and_ unhindered 
prayer! 
_ This is made quite clear by the 
teaching of our Saviour in Mat- 
thew 5:23, 24, where He says, “If 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee; 
leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way; first be re- 
conciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.’”’ Did you 
notice the significant statement, 
“.. and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath ought against 
thee’? Where is it that your sins 
are brought to mind? Where is it 
that God will remind you of the 
hindrances to your prayers? It is 
in the very place of prayer itself! 
If you want God to show you 
what is wrong, then try to pray. 
At the very place where you come 
to talk to God, to make your gift 
to God, to ask God's blessing, 
there God is most likely to reveal 
the things that grieve Him. 


Nowhere in the world is the con- 
science so alive as in the place 
of prayer! How many, many times 
I \have found it true, that I did 
not know anything was wrong be- 
tween me and God; I did not know 
He was grieved with me, until I 
began to pray; and there the bless- 
ed Spirit of God began to point 
out the things that were wrong. 
Many others can live with their 
consciences all right, except when 
they try to pray! 

One dear woman told me, 
“Every time I’ve tried to pray for 
fourteen years, God has seemed 
to say to me, ‘What about that 
$800.00?’ ”’ She was left a widow 
and wickedly burned down her 
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esting, to say the least, to have 
some man, whose name has never 
been heard outside the few schools 
which have been inveigled into 
purchasing his output as a text 
book, tell us that “the human 
soul is accounted for by the de- 
velopment of animal emotions”; 
and yet that is the teaching in one 
of the socialist text books of the 
day! And another one from the 
pen of Professor F. S. Chapin, 
Ph. D., says, “So in the indivi- 
dual and the social mind was born 
at last the idea of self, personality, 
as a conscious living soul or spirit 
dwelling in the body, but distinct 
and separable from it.” 


Professor Conklin also, while yet 
retaining his position in Princeton, 
a school that owes its existence to 
that great body of believers known 
as Presbyterians, would have us 


little home and collected $800.00 
insurance. Often she did not re- 
member it, but every time she 
tried to pray, God brought that 
sin to remembrance! So if you 
really want to know what is wrong 
between you and God, just draw 
near to Him and begin to pour out 
your heart. Ask Him for anything 
you want or need. Be honest with 
God and He will be honest with 
you. If there are things grieving 
His Spirit, if there are things that 
block His blessing, do you not 
think He will tell you so? 


And where else would be a bet- 
ter place to have things made right 
than in the secret closet of pray- 
er? Do you think you would be as 
apt to have your evil lusts fixed 
while at the theater? Do you think 
your covetousness would be as 
likely to be cured in the business 
house? Do You believe your intem- 
perate eating will be most likely 
cured at the table with many 
delicacies spread out temptingly 
before you? Do you think your hot 
anger will be best overcome as you 
go to contend with your brother? 
No, no! The place to remedy what- 
ever is wrong with your prayer life 
is at the place of prayer. Go wait 
before God. Open your heart hon- 
estly to the searchlight of the 
Holy Spirit. God’s finger will sure- 
ly press upon the sore spot, if 
you are honest and really. want 
to please Him, if you are really 
trying to find His will and get 
His blessing. 

Sometimes a hasty prayer. does 
not seem to bring results. One may 
go on through the little forms of 
thanksgiving at the table, and of 
public formal prayer, but give any 
Christian a half-night alone with 
God, or a day of fasting and pray- 
er, and as sure as his heart wants 
things made right, all the things 
that grieve God will be brought to 
light, The Spirit will help the hon- 


est Christian to judge them, tos 
confess them and forsake them. ¥* 


Oh, it is wonderful how prayer 
—I mean honest, surrendered, lov- 
ing, persistent prayer—can remove 
every hindrance between man and 
God and cure all the ills of our 
poor frail Christian lives. Enough 
prayer, just so it be honestly and 
sincerely prayer to God, really 
seeking God, can cure all hin- 
drances and meet all God’s re- 
quirements for getting His bless- 
ing! You may need to leave the 
place of prayer, “leave there thy 
gift before the altar,” to be recon- 
ciled to a brother before you fin- 
ish the prayer. Or you may, like 
Zacchaeus sliding down the tree 
into the presence of Jesus, make 
solemn vows that you will restore 
four-fold all you have gotten by 
false accusation, and to give half 
you get to the poor. But neverthe- 
less, the place to settle that is in 
the presence of Christ, and no- 
where else! So if you want any- 
thing from God, JUST PRAY! 


I would not wait until I got 
everything fixed. I would not wait 
until I grew in faith. I would not 
wait until I had the victory. I 
would come just as I was, today, 
and pray. Keep on praying and 
waiting on God until God fixes 
all that is wrong, until God gives 
you the faith you need, until God 
modifies your prayer or increases 
it to fit His plan. What you really 
need to do is simply to pray and 
honestly seek God. Asking, contin- 
ually asking, meets God’s require- 
ments and completes all the con- 
ditions that are necessary to have 
answers to our prayers.

This is as far as a materialist 
can possibly go, and retain for 
his evolutionary philosophy any 
standing whatever, and it is a 
step in the direction of truth. How 
much more simple, and how much 
more sublime, how much more in 
accord with the known facts of 
science, is the claim of Bible be- 
lievers that ‘‘'God created man in 
his own image’ out “of the dust 
of the earth” a few thousand years 
since, and “breathed into his nos- 
trils the breath of life,” thereby 
imparting to him a nature infini- 
tely higher than He gives to any 
of the animals, and giving an ac- 
count of his mind and spirit that 
will forever remain sufficient to 
explain his mental and psychical

amount of time in telling the 
habits, social instincts and even 
the “mob” spirit among 
animals, but as yet none of them 
has attempted to prove that the 
brute creation is developing a 
civilization. In spite of beaver 
cities and ant colonies, we may 
be permitted to apply the term 
“civilization” to the conduct of 
man alone, and in that connection I 
call your attention to three decla- 
rations and ask your audience in 
their discussion.

Arkansas House Passes 
Clean Literature Bill 
Little Rock, Ark. — (RNS) —A 
bill designed to halt the circulation 
of crime comic books to persons 
under 18 years of age was passed 

by the Arkansas House here. ° 

Rev. James J. Edwards, Missis- 
Sippi County, its sponsor, said the 
measure had been endorsed by 
church groups and the Blytheville, 
Ark., City Council. 

The House previously approved 
another bill which prohibits the 
publication, circulation, sale or 
possession of obscene literature, 
pictures or “any article of inde- 
cent or immoral purpose.” 

The Edwards bill defines a crime 
comic book as “any book, maga- 
zine, pamphlet, or other publica- 
tion in which there is prominent- 
ly featured an account of a crime 
and which depicts, by use of draw- 
ings, the commission or attempted 
commission of murder, rape, ad- 
ministering of poison, maiming, 
disfiguring, aggravated assault, 
assault with intent to murder, 
robbery, theft, kidnaping, or ar- 
son.” 

Violation of the act would be 
punishable by fines ranging from 

29 to $100 for each offense.

North Dakota Kills Liquor 
Advertising 

Bismarck, N. D.— (RNS) —A 
bill to prohibit the advertising of 
alcoholic beverages on North Da- 
kota radio and television stations 
was approved, 71-37, by the House 
here. 

Opponents of the measure 
charged it would “penalize” radio 
and television stations in the state, 
They argued that such legislation 
should be adopted on a national 
jevel and include all advertising 
media. 

Supporters cited letters and 
petitions received from people 
throughout the state asking pass- 


age of the bill. 
Earlier, Attorney General Leslie 


R. Burgum held that the bill is 
constitutional, “as a matter with- 
in the police power of the State.” 

His opinion was sought by a 
special subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Social Welfare fol- 
lowing a public hearing. 

After receiving the attorney 
general’s ruling the committee re- 
commended the bill for passage. 

Representatives of the radio and 
television industry said at the 
hearing they believed the proposed 
law would violate the federal con- 
stitution by attempting to regulate 
a business in interstate commerce 
and hence under federal authority. 

The House also acted to meet 
these objections. In a separate 
move, it passed a resolution urging 
Congress to approve bills, now be- 
fore it, which would curtail the 
advertising’ of alcoholic beverages 
in interstate commerce. 

“The liquor industry,” the reso- 
lution states, “is currently procur- 
ing a great deal of space in news- 
papers and magazines and much 
radio and television time, all de< 
voted to advertising and promoting 
the consumption of alcoholic be- 
verages. 

“Such advertising will certainly 

increase the consumption of al- 
coholic beverages and will espe- 
cially influence the youth of our 
nation by glamorizing the use of 
such beverages.” 
The resolution urged that Con- 
gress pass either of two pending 
bills “ or such other ‘legislation 
that will effectively prohibit the 
advertising of alcoholic beverages 
in newspapers, magazines, on radio 
or, television.”

as Development 
The older civilizations of South- 
ern Europe, Asia and Africa illu- 
strated devolution, not evolution. 
They did not perish from the 
earth, for they exist still, but in 
cegraded form. Africa once knew 
a far greater civilization than it 
now knows. The civilization § of 


Rome was leagues ahead of [taly’s | 


present estate; the civilization_of 
Spain, greater, centuries since 
than now; while the civilization of 
Greece confessedly reached a 
height to which few or no nations 
of the earth have ever attained. 


In the words of Byron, ‘“’Tis 
Greece, but living Greece, no 
more.” 


To be sure, evolutionists will say 
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count of modern inventions as an 
influence on civilization and a 
product of civilization; makes no 
reckoning of chemical and elec- 
trical discoveries, mechanical con- 
trivances, and multiplied inven- 
tions that characterize our day, 
and increase our pride. 

But it remains to be proven 
whether these inventions will lend 
progress to civilization or retard 
the same. It must be admitted that 
many of them will eventuate in 
both mental and physical indol- 
ence, and some of the professors 
are even now telling us that the 
automobile may result in our legs 
one day being diminished to ‘“‘ves- 
tigial remains’; the radio may 
reduce our ears. to Eustachian 
tubes; while the multiplied forms 
of modern machinery may impov- 
erish our arms to foreleg kangaroo 
proportions and powers. 

The effect of all this upon minds 
and morals we leave to the con- 
jectures of theorists that now 
throng professors’ chairs; but the 
cold facts we have to face, and 
they are disquieting in the last 
degree, and all the more so be- 
cause they come from accepted 
authorities among the scientists 
themselves. 

Sir Wm. Ramsey insists, in his 
big volume on “The Cities of. St. 


fehl that the peoples who now 


occupy these same cities and sec- 


| tions of Southern Europe and Asia 


are the degenerate descendants of 
the great sires who once dwelt 
there. Sir Alfred Wallace in his 
volume “Social Environment and 
Moral Progress,” says, “The fact 
that the physical characteristics of 
the Australians are substantially 
those of the Caucasian in its low- 
est types, has led me to conclude 
that these interesting people may 
have been descended from much 
more civilized remote ancestors 
and are thus an example of de- 
gradation rather than survival.” 


Discussing mental acumen and 
accomplishment, he also admits 
‘that “it is doubtful if there has 
| been any progress made in intel- 
lect”’ and illustrates, “Euclid and 
Archimedes are probably the 
equals of any of our greatest 
mathematicians of the _ day.” 
Speaking of Egypt he says, ‘This 
country in its high natural civili- 
zation and its remarkable religious 
System, was itself the equal of 
any that has succeeded it,” but the 
most ardent, if not the most ab- 
surd of present-day Evolutionists, 
namely, Professor Conklin of 
Princeton: “In the two centuries 
between 500 and 300 B. C., the 
small and relatively barren coun- 
try of Attica, with an area and 
total population about equal to 
that of the present State of Rhode 
[sland, but with less than one-fifth 
as many free persons, produced 
at least 25 illustrious men. Among 
Statesmen and commanders there 
were Miltiades, Themistocles, Aris- 
tides, Cimon, Pericles, Phocion: 
among poets, Aeschylus, Euripides, 
Sophocles, Aristophanes; among 
philosophers and men of science, 
Socrates, Plato, Aristotle, De- 
metrius, Theophrastus; among 
architects and artists  Ictinus, 
Phidias, Praxiteles, Polygnotus; 
among historians, Thucydides and 
Xenophon; among orators, Aes- 
chines, Demosthenes, Isocrates, 
Lysias, 

“In this small country in the 


space of two centuries there ap- 
peared such a galaxy of illustrious 
men as has never been found on 
the whole earth in any two cen- 
turies since that time. Galton con- 
cludes that the average ability of 
the Athenian race of that period 
was, on the lowest estimate, as 
much greater than that of the 
English race of the present day 
as the latter is above that of the 
African negro.” 


Civilization Is Most Often the 
Pure Product of Religion 

This is so essentially true that 
if you will show me the religious 
books of any nation on earth, and 
let me read them carefully and 
understand them thoroughly, I can 
tell you what is the state of civili- 
zation to be found with that folk. 
The Bible has been taken away 
from most of the people of South- 
ern Europe by Catholic prelates. 
The result is poverty, ignorance 
and immorality. The entire Pro- 
testant people, wherever they ap- 
pear upon the face of the earth, 
have kept the Bible an open Book, 
and in proportion as they have 
perused its pages and practiced its 
precepts, they have presented in- 
creasingly a stage of civilization 
noble to such an extent that today 
the nations of the world are awake 
to this evident and beneficent in- 
fluence. The Literary Digest of 
February 10 states, “One half the 
Bibles supplied by the American 
Bible Society in the last two 
years, have gone to China. In 
1921 the Chinese took 2,362,730 
volumes of the Bible.” Japan is 
also a large purchaser of : that 
sacred output, and in spite of 
the trend of modern skepticism, 
the partial attempt to sovietize 
every state institution in the 
world, and scoff the Holy Scrip- 
tures out of countenance, the de- 


diate stages into monotheism; and, 
until such examples be given, 
hypotheses claiming to be natural 
histories of religion, must be judg- 
ed as hypotheses still.” 

On the contrary, monotheism is 
now limited and has always been, 
to people who have been bene- 
fited by Biblical teaching and to 
them alone. Professor Orr, the 
great Scotch teacher, says, “It will 
be time enough to accept this 
theory when outside the line of 
Biblical development, a single na- 
tion can be pointed to, which has 
gone thru these stages and reach- 
ed this goal.” 


How absolutely contrary is this 
teaching of the great specialists in 
“the history of religion” to the 
superficial and unscientific sug- 
gestion of Ellwood that “industry, 
art, government, morality and re- 
ligion and all other phases of 
civilization are products of the 
social life of man.” 


The Natural Tendency of Religion 
Is to Degradation vs. Development 


Man began with a_ perfect 
knowledge of God. Fallen man’s 
disposition is “not to be subject 
to His law,’ nor even to admit 
His existence. The fruit of this 
degeneracy of nature is written 
alike in the degradation of individ- 
uals, nations and continents.
